OFFICIAL COUNT 
f THE VOTES 


WILL BE DELAYED AS LONG AS 
THE LAW ALLOWS. 


NO CONTESTS ARE PROBABLE. 


The Election Commis#ioners Are Busy 
. Arranging Preliminaries to the 
Formal Canvass of Returns. 


The official count of the city election will 
commence next Thursday, probably, and be 
completed within about thirty-six hours, No 
effort will be made to canvass the returns 
before the expiration of the full eight days 
allowed by the new law. f 

In the meantime a thousand and one little 
preliminary details are being looked after. 
Judges and clerks are being sent for from 
the various precincts to come in and sign 
returns or poll books that they have neglect- 


ed for some reason or other. 

The books are all being sorted out ac- 
cording to w Ss, and the tally sheets 
in the hands of the Commissioners and 
other city officials checked up and read- 
justed The number of rejected ballots re- 

turned shows that a great many people did 
not know how to vote or else made care- 
less blunders in preparing the ballots. 

The little tail end nomination by electors, 
which was stuck to the side of some of the 
ballots, made more trouble than any other 
one thing. 

Under the able opinion of City Coun- 
selor Marshall every ballot on which this 
little éxcressence was not scratched was re- 
jected in its entirety, invalidating a large 
number of votes, which were in other re- 
spects correct and properly scratched. 

A casual review of the returns shows that 
the full voting strength of the city was 
brought out. aking a minimum allowance 
of rejected ballots for each precinct at fif- 
teen votes that would dispose of 6,390 of the 
names registered, and allowing as many 
more for persons who were unable to vote 
for various reasons, it is easy to account 
for about 15,000 votes. 

The registered ballots will run over this 
estimate somewhat, mainly because of the 
nomination by electors and the difficulty 
in seratching the tickets correctly because 
of the large number of names on them. 

The ballots returned are entirely out of 
the jurisdiétion of the election commission- 
ers except in as far as they are the cus- 
todians. The ballots will all be stored 
away in separate boxes and kept for a 
year unless the old City Hall takes a no- 
tion to burn down. 

The canvass will be made entirely from 
the return sheets made up by the precinct 
sudges and clerks, and their count must 

e taken as final in the official computations. 
Any changes desired will have to be made 


after the courts have passed upon such ques- 


tions as contests. 

So far there has been no contest suggested 
by any of the candidates, although claims 
of fraud are being made in a vague sort of 
way regarding the returns from several 
wards and precincts. 

The official count will not vary matertally 
from the count made by the Post-Dispatch, 
which was the only newspaper that pub- 


lished the full and complete returns.

By the President of the United States b 


The people of the United States should 


never be unmindful of the gratitude they 
owe the God of nations for his waichful 
care which has shielded *hem from dis- 
aster and pointed out to them the way of 
peace and happiness. Nor should they ever 
refuse to acknowledge with contrite hearts 
their proneness to turn away from God's 


teachings, and to follow with sinful pride 


after their own devices. To the end that 

these thoughts may be quickened, it is 

fitting that on a day especially appointed 

we should join together in approaching the 

— of grace with praise and supplica- 
on. 

Therefore, I, Grover Cleveland, President 
of the United States, do hereby designate 
and set apart Thursday, the twenty-sixth 
day of the present month of November, to 
be kept and observed as a day of thanks- 
giving and prayer throughout our land. On 
that day let all our people forego meir usual 
work and occupation, and, assembled in 
their accustomed place of worship, let 
them with one accord render thanks to the 
ruler of the universe for our preservation as 
a nation, and our deliverance from every 
threatened danger; for the peace tha? has 
dwelt within our boundaries; for the 
plenteous rewards that have followed the 
labors of our husbandmen, and for all the 
other blessings that have been vouchsafed 
to us.
